LETTER of INSTRUCTIONS from the Right Honourable E. G. Stanleys 
to Captain Gipps, R. E. 

Sir, Irish Office, London, 29th October 1831. 

HIS Majesty’s Government being desirous to procure the most accurate 
information in their power, of the local circumstances of the Cities and Boroughs 
in Ireland now returning Representatives to Parliament, I am directed by the 
Lord Lieutenant to inform you, that His Excellency has thought fit to appoint 
you to superintend the Inquiry ; which you are hereby authorized to conduct in 
conjunction with the Gentlemen named in the margin, to whom you will com- 
municate your Instructions as contained in this Letter. 

Y'ou will divide the Commission into three Boards, of two each; and will 
allot to each of these Boards a certain number of Boroughs to form the subject 
of their investigations; the results of which, each of the Boards will from time 
to time communicate to me, for the information of the Lord Lieutenant and of 
His Majesty’s Government. 

You will examine, in each case, into the limits of the existing Borough, and 
will report the Right of Voting, and, so far as you can ascertain it, the number of 
Voters ; and where there are several qualifications to vote for the same Borough, 
you will distinguish the number entitled to vote under each. 

You will ascertain the total number of Houses of all descriptions, within the 
limits of the Borough ; and you will distinguish, with as much precision as your 
means of information will allow, the number which are either rented at £. 10 per 
annum, or for which a yearly rent of £.10 might be fairly payable, with refer- 
ence to the rent actually paid for other Houses of the same description, over and 
above all rates and taxes. 

In each Borough, you will inquire whether there are any assessments upon 
Houses under any local Acts ; and in such cases, you will ascertain the total 
number of rate payers, the mode of assessment, and the total amount raised. 

In those Towns in which no such local assessments exist, considerable diffi- 
culty will be found in ascertaining the number of Houses worth £.10 a year. 
In order to furnish some collateral tests of the condition of each Town, you will 
specify the number of slated, as contradistinguished from Houses ; and 

you will also distinguish the number of Houses having not less than seven 
windows. 

You will furnish Plans of every Borough and County of a City or Town, 
and of so much of their respective neighbourhoods as you may deem proper for 
the purposes hereafter mentioned ; availing yourself of the Ordnance Survey in 
all those Boroughs which are comprised within the limits over which it has 
extended ; and with respect to the others, employing competent Surveyors. 

You will not, in any case, propose to restrict the limits of any Borough, when 
connected with the present Elective Franchise ; but in certain cases, it may be 
expedient to extend the limits within which the Right of Voting is at present 
confined. 

1st, — Where the Town extends beyond the existing limits of the Borough, you 
will mark those limits upon your Plan ; and you will also draw such a line as, 
taken from one known point to another, may comprise the whole of what may be 
fairly considered as part of the Town or its suburbs ; together with as little 
as possible of land not occupied by Houses : and you will furnish the Lord 
Lieutenant with the same information respecting the space comprised within such 
line, as you have been already called upon to furnish with respect to the Borough ; 
and you will follow the same rules, and furnish the same information, in pro- 
posing new limits for those Boroughs in which the present limits are not connected 
with the exercise of the Elective Franchise; disregarding, in this case, the limits 
of jurisdiction, when not in other respects suitable to the purpose.

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In addition to the liou.ses of the annual value of i‘. lo, you will endeavour to 
discover, both with respect to the present Boroughs and the line which you may 
propose to draw, including the whole Town, the following points : — 

1st. — Tlie number of Houses, which, together with land held under the 
same lease in the Borough, pay an annual rent of £. lo. 

C'd. — The number of Leasehold Occupiers, so far as they can be ascer- 
tained, deriving a yearly of £. 20 a year out of land witiiin the 
Borough. 

If there .'should be any Boroughs which, with the addition of the Town as 
above, in your judgment, will not furnish from these classes a Constituency of 
200 Voters, you will report, when you transmit your Plan of the Borough, what 
portion of tlie neighbouring County, in your judgment, would be sufficient, if 
annexed to the Borough, to make up that number. 

In drawing this line, your selection of the district to be comprehended will be 
guided by the desire of taking as little as possible out of the County Consti- 
tuency ; and you will therefore lean rather towards the side upon which the Town 
-seems likely to extend ; or which, from other causes, may afford the greatest 
number of £. lo Houses within the smallest limits. 

You will also report, in each case, upon the number of 40 i‘. Freeholders, 
non-rcsident Freemen, or Householders of a lower description than £.10 re- 
spectively, where each of these classes is entitled to vote for the Borough ; 
although you will not calculate upon any of these in estimating the number of 
Voters in the cases in which you may find it necessary to recommend an exten- 
sion of the Boundary. 

Should any other modes than those which I have suggested, of obtaining 
information as to the state of the Constituency of these Boroughs, occur to you 
in the progress of your inquiries, you will communicate with me upon the sub- 
ject; and you will add to the information above required, in each case, such 
Obseryation-s as you may think it desirable to have laid before the Lord Lieutenant 
and His Majesty’s Government.

REPORT from Captain G/ppi-, R. E. to the Right Hon. G. 

London, 31st January 1832. 

I HAVE the honour to lay before you the following Report of the proceedings 
ot the Commissioners who were appointed by your Letter of Instructions of the 
pyth of October last, for the purpose of procuring the most accurate information 
in their power, ot the local circumstances of the Cities and Boroughs in Ireland 
now returning Representatives to Parliament, particularly with respect to their 
existing Boundaries, and of recommending new Boundaries where the present 
ones may not he found suitable to the purposes of the Reform Bill. 

i our Instructions pointed out, that in all cases where the existing limits of the 
Unvough were connected with the Right of Voting, those limits lere not to be 
curtailed , but that where the limits assigned to the Borough were only limits 
of jurisdiction and not connected with the Elective Franeffise, they were not 
to be regarded, unless otherwise suitable; but that in all such caL, if the

3. — Towns 
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3. ~Towns, -which hye not any Corporate Body ; and in which therefore the 

Right of Voting- is at present in the Inhabitants or Occupiers of £.5 
Houses. 

4. — Towns, in -which the Corporate Bodies are extinct. 

Corresponding with these four Classes, I have the honour to submit four 
genera! Tables, marked (A.) (B.) (C.) and (D.) exhibiting a Summary of all the 
information collected by the Commissioners ; and upon each Class I will beg- leave 
to offer a few observations. 



CLASS 1.— TABLE (A.) 

IN this Class are comprised eight Cities or Towns that are Counties of themselves, 
each of which has a considerable portion of the neighbouring country attached to 
it, under the denomination of Liberties. These Liberties have always been 
attached to the Towns, and are entirely separated from the Counties at large. 
They are connected with the Towns not only by being under the same Magistrates, 
and exempt from the jurisdiction of the general Magistracy of the County at 
large, but also by the payment of County Cess, which is levied on them by their 
own Grand Jury of the County of the City, and forms a fund entirely distinct from 
the Grand Jury Cess of the County at large. Freeholders also within the County 
of the City vote at Elections for the City, and have no votes for the Counties at 
large ; it is therefore clear that all these Counties of Cities or Towns come into 
the class of places in which the existing- limits are connected with the Elective 
Franchise, whichliraits, therefore, the Commissioners were not authorized to curtail, 

The only alteration recommended by the Commissioners is in the case of 
Dublin, to which it will be necessary to make some addition on the principle laid 
down in your Instructions ; as parts of the Town lie beyond the limits of the 
present County of the City. 

There is in each of these Cities or 7'owns a Corporate Body, and the Right 
of Election is in the Freemen of this body jointly with the Freeholders of the 
County of the City. 

CLASS 2.— TABLE (B.) 

THIS Class comprises twenty Boroughs in which the Right of Voting is atpresent 
exercised exclusively by the members of their respective Corporations. Most of 
these places have also, by their charters, extensive agricultural districts attached to 
them, but not in the same intimate way in -which the Liberties of the Counties of 
Cities are attached to the places named in Table (A.) Little, if any, community of 
interest exists between these agricultural Districts and the Towns ; the limits of them 
are in many cases forgotten, and in fact serve no present purpose whatever. 
There is no distinction between them and the rest of the County, either with 
respect to the payment of County Cess, or the Right of Voting at County 
Elections. The jurisdiction of the Chief Magistrate of the Town extends, it is 
true, over them, but as he is in general also a Magistrate of the County, the 
exact point where one jurisdiction ends and the other begins is frequently not 
known, and very seldom attended to. As neither residence nor property within 
these agricultural Districts, or Liberties, has hitherto conferred the Elective Fran- 
chise, the Commissioners, following their Instructions, have not been in any way 
influenced by the extent of them in proposing Boundaries, within which residence 
is in future to confer the Franchise. These Boundaries are therefore proposed to 
be drawn close round the Town, in all cases where a sufficient Constituency will 
be furnished by it ; the whole of the Suburbs are, however, in every case included,, 
as well as every thing that can fairly claim to be considered as part of the Town ; 
and room is also given for its increase in any direction in which it seems likely to 
extend itself. 

The smaller Boroughs of Ireland having been struck ofl: at the time of the 
Union, the only Towns now sending Members to Parliament, which will not 
under the Reform Bill afford a probable Constituency of 200 Voters, are, Cashel, 
Dungannon, Portarlington, and Coleraine. 

Cashel was found to be so deficient in £.i0 Houses, that the Commissioners 
have annexed to their Plan the whole of the District that is riow_ under^ the juris- 
diction of its Magistrates, and also a small portion on one side of the Town, that 
is beyond that jurisdiction. 

In Dungannon the number of Voters will also probably fall short of 200, but 
the Commissioners have not recommended any addition to it ; first, because the 
deficiency seems to arise from there being at present an unusual number of Houses 
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either unoccupied, or' in the occupation of females ; and secondly, because .that 
even if the whole of a considerable District, generally supposed to be under the 
jurisdiction of the Magistrates, were annexed to it, the country is so poor and 
thinly inhabited, that it would not afford a single additional £. U) Voter. 

AVith respect to Portarlington, a District in the neighbourhood of the Town is 
pointed out by the Commissioners, which may be annexed to it, if the number of 
200 Voters be scrupulously required but as the deficiency in the Town is very 
trifling, it probably may not be judged necessary to do so. 

At Coleraine the deficiency is still smaller, and may, I believe, bo made up by 
giving rather a wider margin to the Town than the Commissioners at first recom- 
mended. 

CLASS 3,— TABLE (C.) 

THIS Table contains the places, three only in number, in which, as there is no 
corporate body, ihe Right of Election is at present exercised by the Inliabiianls or 
£,,5 occupiers, under the 35th Geo. III. ch. 29, sections 57 to 72 (of the Iri.sh 
Parliament.) 

These three Towns have agricultural Districts or Liberties attached to them, 
residence within which has hitherto been considered to be equivalent to residence 
within the Town itself; they therefore of course fall under the denomination of 
places in which the .existing limits are connected with the Elective Franchise. 
Notwithstanding therefore that the limits of the Liberties do not appear to liavo 
been fixed by any competent a,uthority, and that they are in some parts disputed, the 
Commissioners have not proposed any curtailment of them. AVhere any disputes 
xist, they have, on the contrary, recommended the adoption of the wider limits. 

As the Right of Voting is at present enjoyed in these Towns by the occu])icrs of 
£.5 Houses, it is evident that the Constituency will not be increased by the 
Reform Bill ; ultinialely it will, on the contrary, be diminished. 



CLASS 4.— TABLE (D.) 

THIS Table contains two places, which were formerly Corporate Towns, but in 
which the Corporations are extinct, and the Charters fallen into disuse, the KJcctive 
Franchise having been transferred in some, irregular manner (not .siifliciently 
accounted for) to the Freeholders within the limits of the Manons in which iho 
Towns are situate. In one of these Towns (Dungarvan) the £.,5 IJou.sdioldcrs 
of the Town share the Elective Franchise with the Freeliolders of' the Manor, luit 
in the other (Mallow) they do not. As there is no Corporate Magistrate, 
there is of course no limit of corporate jurisdiction, but there are limits of J'llcc- 
tive Franchise, viz. the limits of the Manor'; it became therefore doubtful with 
the Commissioners, whether the;^' could consistently with their In.struction.s recom- 
mend any curtailment of these limits ; and it may seein perhaps at first sight that 
they ought to be left in the same state as the Boroughs' of the last-mentioned 
Class. There is, however, a considerable difiereiice between tiiem, which I will 
endeavour to explairi. In the Boroughs of the Third Class, the Right of Eiccliou 
IS in the Householders or £. 5 occupiers, who do not, as .siich, vote at Elections 
for the County ; but in the two Boroughs of the Fourth Class, tlie Elective Fi'an- 
chise isin the Freeholders, who vote also, as siich, at Elections' for the County 
A second difference, and a' very important one, is, that the Manors lie very un- 
equally round the Town, so that a person living at the distance in one direction 
ot several miles from the Town, may possess a Vote for it, whilst others living in 
the immediate vicinity of the Town, do not possess a Vote, 'i'he Commissioner.s 
therefore, m the uncertainty as to what might ultimately be determined on with 
respect to these Borouglis, proceeded, in the first instance, to ascertain their 
existing limits, and afterwards to draw Boundaries round the Towns themselves 
m the same way as they have done round the Corporate Boroughs, on the .suii- 
position that they were places to which their Instructions did not entirely reach • 
and that it might very probably be ultimately determined to reduce those 
Boroughs, which have been, since the decay of their Corporate Bodic.s, in so 
anomalous a s ate,- to the same condition in which the . Boroughs which have 
retained heir Corporate Rights, will be placed by the Reform Bill. It may be 
remarked, tba although the right of the Freeholders of the Manor to vote at 
Elections for the Borough, may be perhaps considered to be sufficiently established 
by

With respect to the miscellaneous information contained in the four general 
lab es, I believe it will be found as accurate as can be reasonably expected 
Ihe Returns of Population, and Number of Houses in the Towms will not 
always agree exactly with the Returns made under the late Census, because tliev 
are intended to apply to the Boundaries recommended by the Commissioners which 
do not always agree with the limits for which the official Enumeration was made 
In the Counties of Cities, and m some of the Towns, the Commissioners had 
great difficulty in ascertaining, with any degree of correctness, the numbers of the 
present Constituency, on account of the way in which the Registers ofVoters are 
kept; and they found that the Returns which had been made to Parliament on 
this subject were extremely erroneous. In the Return, for instance, ordered to be 
printed by The House of Commons on the nth of JuneiSso, the number of 
hre^olders in the County of the Town of Drogheda is stated to be 6i 7, whereas 
the Commissioners found, by a most minute inquiry in November 1831, that they 
amounted at the utmost to 370. In explanation of this error in the Return, the 
Clerk of the Peace stated to the Commissioners, that by the Order addressed to 
him, he was desired to return the number of Freeholders, whose names stood 
upon his Register; and that consequently, as names are never struck oif the 
Register when the parties die or become disqualified, many persons were included 
in Ins Return who were either dead or no lunger in possession of ilieir Freeholds ; 
also, that the names of some who had re-registered were reckoned twice over! 
The Commissioners found that the same thing had been done in some other places ; 
and in no instance where the Constituency was large did the Registers afford 
them any accurate information as to the number of persons actually entitled to vote. 

The probable Constituency under the Reform Bill, as far as the same depends 
upon the £.10 Franchise, was a part of their inquiry to which the Commissioners 
devoted their strictest attention, and which was particularly required of them in the 
absence of any assessments for Poor Rates or Taxes, which render it so easy in 
England to form an estimate of the probable number of Voters of any class. 

In every case where a doubt could exist, whether the number of £. 10 Houses 
was sufficient to furnish 200 Voters, the Commissioners counted them themselves, 
in the presence of ' such persons as were found best able to .speak to their value on 
the spot. 

As an additional test of the comparative condition of the Towns, the Commis- 
sioners followed their Instructions in a.scertaining the number of Houses in each 
Town that were slated or tiled, contradistinguished from those that were thatched, 
and also the number of Houses that had seven windows or more ; but in countin«y 
windows they found it necessary to assume that a House had seven windows in alh 
when they found that it had four in front; as there would have been very crreat 
difficulty in ascertaining with correctness the number of windows in the rear.*' 
The information with respect to local rates was in every instance taken by the 
Commissioners themselves from the persons who collect them on the spot. 

Of the Plans that accompany the Reports of the Commissioners, thirteen are 
furnished from the Ordnance Survey ; the remainder were made by competent 
Surveyors employed by the Commissioners, with the exception of a few that 
were copied from Plans of sufficient accuracy found upon the spot.
